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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The after final amendment has been reviewed and does not put the case in condition for allowance and would 
also result in additional consideration. As stated in the office action mailed 3/29/04, it was respectfully requested that the claims be 
amended to encompass the elected invention only. However, review of the after final amendment indicate that other rejections would be 
necessary in order to clarify the inconsistencies between claims 1 and 2, for example. Claim 2 reads on various types of gelling 
copolymers and claim 1 reads on methacrylamide. Thus, based on the case history and the Examiner's repeatedly request to limit the 
instant invention to the elected invention, it is not known whether Applicant intended to cancel claim 2 or still have the subject matter 
incorporated into the instant invention (see the office action mailed 3/29/04). 
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
